SUBJECT: BRIDGE 243.0 RETROFIT (FILE NO. 09C-082) 401 WATER QUALITY 
CERTIFICATION AMENDMENT NO. 1 

The California Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (Regional 
Board) is amending the 401 Water Quality Certification for the Br idge 243.0 Retrofit 
project (File No. 09C-082). This decision is based on a verbal request from your project 
representative for revisions in the turbidity monitoring requirements. This amendment 
will revise the turbidity monitoring requirements contained in section C of the subject 
certification. Changes/additions to the 401 certification are shown in bold 
strikeout/underline below. 

C. TURBIDITY MONITORING PROGRAM: 

ie 243.0 Retrofit project does not adversely affe< 
uses of San Dieguito River and Lagoon, the North County Transit District shall 
develop and implement a Turbidity Monitoring Program to measure turbidity lovols 
above and below the dredging project site. Turbidity monitoring shall continue until 
such time that dredging activities have been complotcd. The Turbidity Monitoring 
Program plan shall be developed and submitted to the Regional Board for 
acceptance prior to initiation of dredging. Hourly turbidity lovols shi 
following limits:

C. TURBIDITY MONITORING:

1. To ensure the Bridge 243,0 Retrofit project does not adversely affect the 
beneficial uses of San Dieguito River and Lagoon, the North County Transit 
District shal l install a cont inuous, floating si l t (turbidity) curtain around the 
work area of the Bents prior to the start of all in-water activit ies to prevent 
the transport of any debris or turbidity outside the dredging area. The si l t 
curtain shal l completely encompass the area of dredging around the Bents. 
Dredging activit ies shall be confined to the areas proposed for pile 
wrapping for the existing Bents located between Bents 2 and 37. The si l t 
curtain placement is shown in 'Attachment 6 - Location of Silt/Turbidity 
Curtain' f rom the North County Transit D is t r ic t Bridge 243.0 Retrofit 
Project - Clean Water Act Section 401 Water Quality Appl icat ion Submittal 
Package enti t led, 'Bridge 243.0 Retrofit over San Dieguito River Area of 
Potential Effects and Draft Sediment and Erosion Control P lan / November 
2009. 

2. The North Country Transit District shall conduct gualitative (visual) 
turbidity moni tor ing during dredging activit ies. The visual turbidity 
monitor ing must be conducted bv a designated observer f rom a high 
vantage point to determine whether water quality objectives for turbidity 
are exceeded outside the si l t curtain. 

3. If turbidity plumes are visually observed beyond the silt curtain, dredging 
activities shall be stopped, and the North County Transit District shall : 

a. Repair or replace any BMP that has fai led. 
Maintain any BMP that is not funct ioning properly due to lack of 
maintenance. 
Evaluate whether addit ional or alternative BMPs should be 
implemented to prevent further exceedences of turbidi ty l e v e l ^ . o r ^ --• ^ 

d. Take appropriate act ions to remedy the si tuat ion.

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e. Report to the Regional Board within 2 working days the actions 
taken to remedy the situation.
